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This is a decision on the petition under 37 CFR 1.181 and 1.137(a), filed February 1, 2008, for 
supervisory review of the decision mailed January 17, 2008 and to revive the above-identified 
application. The petition is titled as a petition under 37 CFR 1.181 and also under 37 CFR 
1.137(a). 

The petition under 37 CFR 1.181 is DISMISSED. 
The petition under 37 CFR 1.137(a) is GRANTED, 



Petition under 37 CFR 1.181 

A review of the application, and in particular the decision mailed January 17, 2008, has been 
made. The decision set forth the facts of the case and held that the petition filed June 28, 2007 
was insufficient since it did not include a proper reply to the final office action and therefore the 
petition was dismissed. 

As explained in the decision mailed January 17, 2008, abandonment occurs as a matter of law. 
On Page 4 of the decision, the Petitions Attorney went on to state: 

Only the filing of a Notice of Appeal, Request for Continued Examination and 
submission under 37 CFR 1.1 14, or continuing application guarantees the 
pendency of the application, not filing an amendment after final rejection. Thus, 
the application became abandoned due to petitioner's failure to file a Notice of 
Appeal, RCE and submission, or continuing application prior to the period for

reply to the final Office action, and not because of any error on the part of the 
Office.
